Discussion and adoption of two 
resolutions to be ultimately placed 
before the city council constituted 
the main part of the business that 
came before the Retail Merchants 
Credit Association at their regular 
monthly meeting last Monday 
evening in the city hall, 'iheie 
was a good attendance and much 
interest shown. 

The matter was brought up 
that this city is at present with¬ 
out a judge or justice of the 
peace since the death of Dean 
Shaw several months ago. To 
have this position vacant is not 
considered to the best interests of 
the city, and a resolution was 
passed whereby the secretary, 
Robert J. Davies, was instructed 
to write to the city council, by 
way of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce for endorsement, suggesting 
that an appointment be made for 
the office of city judge. 

In an effort to remedy the con¬ 
dition caused by the promiscuous 
distribution of shopping news, 
handbills, and other forms of ad¬ 
vertising without regulation on 
the streets of the city, a com¬ 
mittee was appointed to present 
this matter to the ciy council at 
an early meeting. It is hoped that 
some sort of an ordinance can be 
passed such as is in effect in 
many of the neighboring cities 
which would require distributors 
for all such advertising matter to 
pay a license and obtain a permit. 
Moreover, the proposed ordinance 
would regulate the distribution so 
that the handbills would be placed 
in receptacles other than mail 
boxes, and not be allowed to blow 
about the streets and lawns. 

It is claimed that this practice 
at present has become a public 
nuisance by causing an unsightly 
condition, increasing fire risks, 
and apprising prowlers of the ab¬ 
sence of residents from their 
homes, when the matter accumu¬ 
lates over a period of time. 

The committee appointed will 
draft an outline of the sort of 
ordinance which they think desir¬ 
able, present it to the Chamber of 
Commerce next Monday evening 
for endorsement or correction, anu 
then it will be submitted to the 
City Trustees.

Council Discusses 
Lease on Canyon 
Swimming Pool 

Specifications and requirements 
of the swimming pool lease, as 
revised by City Engineer O. A. 
Gierlich were discussed at Tues¬ 
day night’s meeting of th» city 
council and referred to the new 
city attorney, Phil Dodson, for 
report at the next meeting. 

Mr .Gierlich reported the east 
Hoor of the pool in bad condition 
and also announced the rise of 15 
inches along the top to accom¬ 
modate a scum gutter an im¬ 
provement to the deep end of the 
pool but that it had left the shal¬ 
low end too deep for very small 
children. He recomepded either 
a false floor or the addition of 
a wading pool at the upper end 
just beyond the Los Angeles flood 
control district water gauge and 
weir house. 

A recess was declared during 
which time Mr. and Mrs. Heasley. 
Frank E. Cox, Wm. A. Thomas 
and Laura E. Cadmus, members 
of (he Canyon Improvement As¬ 
sociation, discussed the problem 
with the board, one of whom, Mr. 
Reavis, is a resident and property 
owner in Canyon Park district. 
All favored the addition of a wad¬ 
ing pool to the present swimming 
pool and the matter was referred 
to the engineer for report at the 
next meeting. 


Phillip F. Dodson of South Pas¬ 
adena has been appointed city 
attorney of Sierra Madre to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resig¬ 
nation of Robert Wygant. The 
appointment was made at the 
regular meeting of the city coun¬ 
cil Tuesday evening of this week. 
He was immediately given the 
oath of office and took his posi¬ 
tion at the council table. 

Mr. Dodson is a practicing at¬ 
torney with offices in Los Ange¬ 
les, and has served eight years 
on the Board of Trustees of South 
Pasadena, two of which were as 
chairman or mayor. He resigned 
this position to become state com¬ 
mander of the American Legion, 
which office he held until last 
September. He is now national 
committeeman of the American 
Legion, and is by no means un¬ 
known to many Sierra Madre 
residents. 

The Godbe Roofing Co. was 
awarded the contract for roofing 
the Grove Street reservoir at the 
price of $892.80, the low bid. 
While the roofing specified is not 
asbestos, it will take the lowest 
form of insurance, it is claimed, 
and is guaranteed by the manu¬ 
facturer and given regular an¬ 
nual inspections during the period 
of guaranty. 

Specifications and requirements 
of the Canyon Park swimming 
pool lease, as revised by City En¬ 
gineer O. A. Gierlich, were dis¬ 
cussed and referreu to City Atty. 
Dodson for report at the next 
meeting. , 

Bills for attorney's fees and 
bills for the Central Avenue pro¬ 
ject submitted by former City' 
Attorney Robert Wygant at the 
last meeting of the city council 
were referred to City Attorney 
Dodson for investigation and 
report. 

In the matter of the Montecito 
Avenue storm drain protest, the 
city attorney was instructed to 
bring in a resolution at the next 
meeting over-ruling the protest. 

It is the intention of the board 
of trustees to establish Wednesday 
as the regular meeting night. 
The necessary ordinance has been 
prepared by the attorney and will 
become effective June 21. The 
first meeting under the new ordi¬ 
nance will be held Wednesday, 
June 26. In the meantime ad¬ 
journed meetings are being held 
by the trustees, the next of which 
has been set for Tuesday night, 
June 18. 


The program of the Woman’s 
Club for the next to its last meet¬ 
ing of the club year was planned 
by the Garden Section. As lunch¬ 
eon speaker Mr. Theodore Payne, 
well Known in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, gave a most interesting talk 
on the urgent need for conserva¬ 
tion of our California wild flow¬ 
ers, now rapidly disappearing be¬ 
fore the vandal, the sub-divider 
and pertiferous weeds, and intro¬ 
duced strangling grasses. 

The speaker recommended state 
preserves be made of suen areas 
as tuat of the Tenachapi near 
Bakersfield, now lone and scatter¬ 
ed suggestors ol the flower-cover¬ 
ed state that was old California. 
He recommended also the planting 
of wild flowers on home gardens 
and especially on vacant lots. He 
showed that by right management 
weeds could be permanently con¬ 
trolled without the destructive an¬ 
nual burnings in vogue, which 
does not in the least destroy the 
weed seeds. 

The speaker recommended the 
greater use of California native 
maieual in the way of shrubs 
and trees for homes, parks and 
streets, and depredated the use or 
deciduous eastern or exotic trees 
for the latter. The ceanothus was 
mentioned as a beautiful native 
evergreen shrub, which with wate; 
could be kept throwing out its 
deep blue, pale blue, or white 
blooms for eight months of tut 
year. The live oak, the moun¬ 
tain mahogany and the tan bark 
were advised as beautiful and 
permanent street trees. 

The very live interest felt by 
the audience was heightened by 
th presence of bowls of beautirm 
wild flowers grown in some of 
the home gardens of Sierra Mad¬ 
re. A keynote plea of the tali*, 
was that in gardening in general 
Californians should quit copying 
anu develop a California type of 
garden. 

In the afternoon the club en¬ 
joyed a talk by Frances Duncan 
oti "Garden Design.” Her con¬ 
crete illustration, consisting of a 
small cardboard house on a rec¬ 
tangular tray of soil, with minia¬ 
ture plantings of lawn, walks, 
pools and movable trellises, arbors 
and screens ,was extremely orig¬ 
inal, interesting and instructive.

One big 
“daddy" monkey sat in the mid¬ 
dle of the road and acted as at¬ 
tentive as a school traffic cop to 
see that all crossed in safety. 
Another “daddy” monkey brought 
up the rear.

Local School to lie Limited Spring iiecital Program at 
to Thirty Pupils this Junior Hi Brings Out 

Year Fine Tlllent

Ur. J. M. Furstman, district 
health, officer lor Sierra Madre, 
reports that enthusiastic interest 
is being shown in the sunnnei 
health school to open here July 
1st in Lhe grammar school at 
Highland and Hermosa avenues, 
lor eight weeks of health sessions, 
under the joint auspices ot the 
Uos Angeles county health depart- 
men and the Uos Angeles county 
public health associaLiun, tuber¬ 
culosis committee. Ur. Furstman 
expresses himself as veiy grau- 
hed with the hearty cooperation 
that is being given the project by 
the local school board and every¬ 
one in the community. 

Examinations for the Sierra 
Madre school have been complet¬ 
ed by Ur. Adele Brown, child hy¬ 
giene physician, and recommenda¬ 
tions tiled lor such children as 
have been found to be in need of 
rehabilitation and intensive health 
training. Preference is to be 
given children who have had 
physical defects pointed out oy 
the child hygiene physician cor¬ 
rected, and to new pupils, stares 
Ur. Furstman. 

The local school will be limited 
to 30 children under the age oi 
11 years. No actually ill child or 
anyone found to have active tu¬ 
berculosis will be admitted to the 
summer health school. 

A daily program of heatt.i 
classes, rest periods, mid-morning 
and afternoon lunches, supervised 
sun-baths and recreation has been 
outlined by the summer health 
school staff nutritionist, Miss 
Rama V. Bennett; the staff health 
educator, Mrs. Alice M. Deist, and 
the staff physiotherapist, Mrs. 
Annabelle Roether. Dr. Anna E. 
Rude is this year the director of 
summer health schools. 

The Sierra Madre Parent-Teach¬ 
er Association is assisting in fin¬ 
ancing the summer health school. 
The local Kiwanis club has also 
contributed $50 to this fund. 
The county health association 
provides from Christmas Seal 
funds part of the salaries of the 
supervising staffs and subsidies 
to new schools or to those having 
financial difficulties that cannot 
be met by the community. The 
county health department pro¬ 
vides the salaries and mileage of 
the local staff. In several dis¬ 
tricts local boards are cooperating 
by providing a full-time teacher 
or apportioning definite sums to¬ 
ward their salaries.
